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DESCRIPTION  OF  •  PHOTOGRAVURES 


1. — Lincoln  the  President.  This  photograph,  made  in  1 864,  when  Lincoln  was  beginning  to  see  the  successful  end- 
ing of  the  war  which  he  had  waged  for  the  salvation  of  the  Union,  has  long  been  accounted  the  finest  portrait  made  of  Lincoln 
during  his  Presidency.  It  is,  perhaps,  the  portrait  of  Lincoln  best  known  to  the  world ;  and  it  is  the  portrait  of  Lincoln 
that  is  frequently  to  be  seen  by  travelling  Americans  in  the  sordid  homes  of  the  Russian  peasants. 

2. — The  Famous  Cooper  Union  Portrait  of  Lincoln,  who  frequently  remarked  that  this  portrait  and  his  Cooper  Union  speech 
made  him  President.  On  the  invitation  of  a  young  men's  Republican  Club  of  New  York  City,  Mr.  Lincoln,  about  three 
months  before  he  was  nominated  for  the  Presidency,  made  in  Cooper  Union,  in  February,  1 860,  what  has  come  to  be  known 
in  history  as  his  "Cooper  Union  speech."  During  this  visit  to  New  York  Lincoln,  who  had  been  nationally  famous  only 
since  1  858,  when  he  debated  with  Douglas,  was  taken  by  the  Club's  committee  of  entertainment  to  Brady's  photograph  gallery, 
where  this  portrait,  which  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  "Cooper  Union  portrait,"  was  made.  It  is  easily  one  of  the  most 
famous  likenesses  of  Lincoln  that  the  world  possesses. 

3. — Lincoln  on  the  Line  of  Battle.  This  portrait  was  taken  in  1  862,  shortly  after  the  battle  of  Antietam,  while  Lincoln 
was  on  a  visit  to  that  famous  battlefield.  He  was  accompanied  thence  by  Gen.  John  A.  McClernand,  of  the  Army  of  the 
West,  an  old  Illinois  friend  then  on  a  visit  to  Washington;  the  General  is  seen  standing  on  the  President's  left.  At  Lincoln's 
right  is  Allan  Pinkerton,  the  famous  head  of  the  Civil  War  Secret  Service;  and  the  portrait  was  taken  in  front  of  Mr.  Pinker- 
ton's  tent,  whither  Lincoln  had  gone  to  call  on  his  great  detective.  While  the  three  men  were  talking,  along  came  the  official 
photographer  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  who  won  the  President's  consent  to  take  a  photograph  of  the  trio,  and  this  intensely 
interesting  "human  document"  resulted. 

4. — The  Lincoln  Family.  The  only  painting  ever  made  showing  the  President  surrounded  by  the  various  members  of  his 
family.  It  was  painted  during  the  early  part  of  the  first  Lincoln  administration,  before  the  illness  and  subsequent  death,  in 
February,  1  862,  of  Willie  Lincoln,  who  is  shown  seated  next  to  Mrs.  Lincoln.  At  his  father's  elbow  stands  "Tad"  Lincoln,  so 
nick-named  by  his  father.  The  remaining  figure  is  that  of  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  the  eldest  son,  and  the  only  survivor  of  this  little 
family  group. 

5. — Abraham  Lincoln:      a  study  by  the  noted  portrait  artist,   C.    K.    Linson.      This   study   is   conceded   generally   by   men

who  knew  Lincoln  well,  and  by  artists  who  have  made  careful  study  of  Lincoln  from  the  standpoint  of  portraiture,  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  studies  ever  made  of  Lincoln.  Mr.  Linson  completed  this  study  about  ten  years  ago;  since  then  the  original  portrait 
has  been  greatly  in  demand  for  various  Lincoln  exhibitions  held  throughout  the  country,  and  everywhere  it  has  been  received  with 
universal  praise. 

6. — The  First  Portrait  Ever  Made  of  Lincoln.  The  original  daguerreotype  is  one  of  the  cherished  possessions  of  Lincoln's 
only  surviving  son,  the  Hon.  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  of  Illinois.  Lincoln  sat  for  this  portrait  about  1  848,  shortly  after  he  had  become 
a  member  of  the  national  House  of  Representatives.  He  was  then  39  years  of  age;  and  by  those  who  knew  Lincoln  in  his  youth 
and  young  manhood,  this  earliest  portrait  is  declared  to  be  exceedingly  like  Lincoln  the  lover,  though  it  was  made  years  after 
his  three  love  affairs  had  become  history.  This  invaluable  portrait  of  Lincoln  was  first  given  to  the  world  through  the  pages  of 
McClures  Magazine,  in   November,    1895,   and   it  instantly  stirred  the  public  profoundly. 
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
